WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— A White House message 


calling on Congress for controls over steel, curbs on con- 
sumer credit and possibly a tax increase was predicted by 
government officials today. 


They said Mr. Truman will send it "as soon as possible" — 


but apparently not before Wednesday — and' probably will 
follow up with a broadcast to the American people on the 
Korean situation. 


Officials predict Mr. Truman will seek authority suf- 


ficient to: 


^•Allocate steel, copper, lead, ?inc and possibly a few other metals 


to firms filling munitions orders, by a voluntary system or, if neces- 
saiy, by mandatory controls. 


^•Prevent a scramble for the remaining stocks of metal by put- 


ting ceilings on the output of such commodities as automobiles, ra- 
dios and television sets. 


^Control installment credit, now at record levels and still soar- 


ing, by reviving the Federal Reserve Board's "Regulation W". The 
regulation, which expired a year ago, permitted the board to fix 
minimum down payments and establish time limits for easy-payment 
plans.

The message is expected to con-

With respect to the proposed

Mr. Truman might suggest a 
"transition" plan. This would pro- 
vide for a voluntary distribution 
of steel to essential users by the 
steel industry, such as was pra'c- 
ticed in 1948. If this proved inade- 
quate, the President could make 
the allocation system mandatory. 


Any sizable defense drain on 


the steel industry, would cut into 
the supplies available for civilian 
industry, because steel mills now 
are running at JOO per cent of 
their theoretical capacity.

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP) 


—Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
sen Is planning to make one of 
the m o a t delicate diplomatic 
moves ot the world crisis this 
week in reply to suggestions of 
India's Prime Minister Nehru for 
settling the Korean war. 


The New York Times and 


New Delhi source reported today 
that Russian Premier Stalin has 
replied to these suggestions by 
asking for the seating of Com- 
munist China in the United Na- 
tions Security Council aa a step 
toward ending the war. 


Mr. Acheson is expected in his 


answer to draw a sharp line be- 
tween peace and appeasement, as 
those terms are applied here to 
the Korean situation. 


The essential condition to anj 


settlement of the Korean and re- 
lated Far Eastern issues is com- 
plete withdrawal of the Com- 
munist invasion forces from 
Korea, Mr, Acheson is expected 
to write. 


The United States, he will 


make clear, is not prepared to 
compromise on this condition, 
which is not only an American 
iut also a United Nations objec- 


At the same time, associates 


said, Mr. Acheson will not close 
any door to an international ef- 
iort to work out a just, perma- 
nent solution of the Korean prob- 
em in the United Nations once 
the Red aggression has been 
ended. 


Premier Nehru sent personal 


messages last Thursday to Mr. 
Acheson and Premier Stalin. The 
Russian reply was handed the In- 
dian ambassador in Moscow Sat- 
urday. 


The New York Times, quoting 


confidential sources, said Premier 
Stalin wrote that he "welcomed 
Nehru's initiative in trying to re- 
store peace in Korea" and "re- 
activation of the Security Coun- 
cil should be the first step".

should be seated on the U.N. 
council in place of the National- 
sts.

son's advisers feel that to trade 
peace in Korea for Chinese Com- 
munist membership in the U.N.

Attention All Hoarders! 
Are You Tossing Money Away Like A Mad Man?

t jASHINGTON, July 17—If you 


saw a man throwing his 


money away on a street corner, 
you'd think he ought to get his 
head examined. 


But something like that is hap- 


pening now. 


Reports of heavy buying and 


price-boosting around the country 
are multiplying. 


Some shoppers are trying to lay 


in supplies of tires, coffee, cloth- 
ing and other things. 


They're afraid rationing is com- 


ing and they want to be sure they 
get theirs, no matter what hap- 
pens to the country or anybody 
else. 


By making things scarcer, they 


give certain unscrupulous and 
shortsighted businessmen an ex- 
cuse for jacking up prices. 


The hoarders, President Tru- 


man has said, are foolish. And he 
says some of the businessmen are 
kicking up prices to profiteer. 


Both words—foolish and profi- 


teer—are mild ones. And it's easy 
to see why. 


Russian 
communism 
means 


government control and owner- 
ship of almost everything. British 
socialism means some government 
control and ownership. British 
socialism's 
controls 
are 
much 


milder than communism's. 


But this country, meaning the 


people, has denounced commu- 
nism and feels so strongly against 
it that now we are actively fight- 
ing it. And there is strong feeling 
here against even Britain's social- 
im. 
In short, the tradition in this 


country has been against govern- 


ment 
control, 
interference 
or 


ownership. And we shout to the 
world the wonders of free enter- 
prise. 


Yet, 
widespread hoarding and 


soaring prices in this present sit- 
uation will in time certainly do 
two thing*: 


Worce the government to step 


in and slap on rationing and price 
controls. 


by 
bringing 
higher 


prices, make the dollar worth just 
that much less, thus damaging 
the foundations of the free enter- 
prise economy. 


The rationing, of course, would 


be imposed to give everyone a 
fair share of what can be bought. 
The price controls would be slap- 
ped^on to keep the economy from 
being ruined altogether. 


If wa get into war with Russia 


or the present situation gets very 
bad, the government will have to 
step in with controls anyway be- 
cause then there will be scarci- 
ties due to war production. 


But at th's moment it isn't clear 


that we'll go to war with Russia 
or that the government, unless 
things get worse, will have to step 
in with controls. 


Even if things don't get worse 


abroad, at home here the hoarders 
and profiteers, by their reckless 
performance now could create a 
situation of scarcity and too-high 
prices. 
Then 
the^ government 


would have to step" in. 


So the hoarders and profiteers 


are like the man on the street 
corner throwing away his money. 
They stand at this moment in the 
midst of a fairly sound economy, 
the kind they undoubtedly want 
to preserve.

The Truman administration is under a handi- 


It has gone out of its way 
to advertise the fact it has gnawing doubts 
about free pntcrprise, which is the main thing 
the Voice of America must depend on to dis- 
tinguish It from any other propaganda depart- 
ment. The administration's own inner lack of 
enthusiasm may be the source of the dullness 
which critics object to in the Voice of America.

of America is controlled by the Department of 
State, which specializes in diplomacy. Sales- 
manship is not the art of persuading the other 
fellow to do something against his will, which 
la usually the objective of diplomacy. It is the 
nrt of making the other fellow want something 
because it promises to make him feel better 
If he Rets It. 


In that respect, the United States has It all 


over Russia, which has nothing to sell but the 
Idea of more power over more people. If the 
United States doesn't know how to do that, 
It had better begin to think about going out 
of business.

The new total 


for this group will be nt least 104. 


Five cities have more than a million inhabi- 


tants. New York alone has more inhabitants 
than the combined total of 11 of the least popu- 
lated states—7,841,610, according to a prelimi- 
nary estimate. Chicago has reached 3,631,835, 
for second place. Philadelphia is expected to 
RO well over two million in the official count. 
Los Angeles in on the verge of a twj-mlllion 
total, with Detroit close on Its heels. Balti- 
more, Cleveland and St. Louis are within strik- 
ing distance of their first million; all have 
more than a million in their metropolitan 
areas, though not inside their municipal bound- 
nrle-s 
Washington and Boston also are ap- 


proaching a million. 


Besides the largest cities—those with more

They are exploited mercilessly by 


those who know how to take advantage o 
them. 
In turn, they are a political menace t 


those who don't know how to control them 


The growth of urban populations is going tc 


bt the source of America's toughest problem 
In government for the next 50 years or &o 
Cities are continuing to grow. 
But there i 


no evidence of growth in the attitudes of stat< 
legislatures toward the problems of urban pop- 
illations. 


yHE UNITED STATES has nev 


er been an aggressor. If any 


thing, this country's weakness ha 
been what the Freudians call an 
inferiority complex. 


We always have looked else 


where for greater wisdom, great' 
er knowledge, greater perfec 
tions. Some years ago it was fash- 
ionable in certain circles to ac- 
cept the Swedish modifications o 
capitalism as so wonderful as t 
be worthy of our imitation. Yet 
one had to ask: What has Sweden 
got that we do not have? 


So, after the last war, our In- 


tellectuals became active to re- 
stimulate the culture of the dying 
nations of Europe. It was Ameri- 
can enthusiasm 
and financing 


that produced UNESCO as 
world-wide revival of the vary- 
ing cultures of man that had suf- 
fered 
devastation 
of 
war. 
A 


UNESCO description of culture 
appears in an interesting study of 
the entire subject issued by the 
Carnegie 'Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace: 


"Into the making of a culture 


go many factors—climate, natur- 
al resources, language, tradition, 
education, commerce, government 
etc. Geographical barriers may 
help one people to develop In 
peace through long per'ods oJ 
time; an exposed geographic po- 
sition may tend to make a peo- 
ple warlike, either in their own 
defense or in conquest of their 
neighbors. Possession of metal and 
sources of power may lead one 
soil leads another to agriculture, 
people to industry, while fertile 
and good harbors on the seat may 
lead a third to commerce, . . ." 


THEN THEY say something that 


is' more m the nature of the to- 
talitarians: 


"Good government and great 


leaders may provide one people 
with a heritage of order and jus- 
tice, while tyrants iand a differ- 
ent tradition in government lead 
another to internal antagonisms 
and political instability. Men of 
genius find varying forms of ex- 
pression and fulfill their genius 
variously in different periods and 
among 
different 
cultural con- 


texts." 


We do not, In this country, 


worry too much about men of 
genius. They come and go. In 
fact, very few who function in 
government fail to believe that 
each is at least a great leader and 
probably a genius. 


Few men who have sat In the 


White House have ever assumed 


that truly It Is the whole peopl 
and not the individual In offic 
that accomplishes all the wonder 
that we behold. 


The "great man" theory of lif 


which gave us such bad dictator 
as Hitler and Mussolini has als 
given us Stalin, who Is worshippe 
in his own country and its satel 
lites as the greatest genius tha 
ever lived. 


The other day, I visited Asso 


ciation Island in Lake Ontario t 
attend a camp of General Electri 
executives. What impressed m 
most was the total absence of th< 
"great man" theory. Charles E 
Wilson, the president of Genera 
Electric, was there. But so wer 
about 300 others. 


And there was no rank of an; 


kind. I could not help recallini 
how I have seen, in other coun 
tries, men rise when the top man 
entered a dining hall; how they 
virtually stood at attention; how 
they bowed deferentially as they 
approached the genius. American; 
fake all that in their stride. Thi 
top man is just another specialized 
worker. 


I CONTRASTED that with an 


experience I once had in Com- 
munist circles. I was debating 
Earl Browder and we were in the 
anteroom waiting to go on the 
stage to do our stuff. Mr. Browder 
stood alone, aloof from the ordi- 
nary, people who milled about in 
the anteroom. When one of his 
own people approached him, i; 
was with a deference due to su- 
periority. He, as one of the Com- 
munist heads of the world, was 
not to be spoken to as though he 
were just one of the plain people, 


•Of course, a few years later, 


they kicked him out of the Com- 
munist party and each little flea 
had to take a bite out of him to 
prove that they hated him even 
more than they loved Stalin. 
Those were orders. 


A free people never worries 


about its great men. It concerns 
tself with the standard of life, 
:he spiritual 
and 
intellectual 


level, the accessibility to oppor- 
;umty of the whole people. As 
ong as these are high, the nation 
sossesses resources of strength 
beyond anything that a few great 
men can produce. 


Lower that level and the na- 


ion degenerates into a mass, a 
meaningliss, faceless, 
character- 


ess mob whose productivity is the 
roduct not ol initiative but of 
ear. This we need to remember 
most in our present bad times.

It's Just Not The Type

CONTRIBUTION to the 
iu day's news on Korea is that 
the Korean language is the only 
one in the world which has to be 
typed horizontally and read ver- 
lically. 


There are Chinese and Japanese 


typewriters which type those lan- 
?uages both horizontally and ver- 
ically. But the only Korean key- 
)oard developed so far insists you 
ype across the page, from right 
o left, although you read its 
.vords up and down. 


This information comes from 


Martin K. Tytell, a 36-year-old 
few York wizard who can tear 
part a typewriter and make it 
erform in any one of 147 lan- 
uages and 
dialects, including 


Mnka, Sanskrit and Urdu. He has 
nore than two million foreign 
ype faces in his shop. And, if you 
oax him, he'll whip you up a Ko- 


rean job. But he doesn't recom- 
mend it. 


"After you get through making 


o n e," he' complains, 
"nobody 


knows how to use it. It probably 
would be much faster to write 
the language in longhand." 


Mr. Tytall guess there aren't 


more than a half-dozen Korean 
typewriters in the world. He made 
one for the Army in 1944. He's 
grateful he never had to use it. 


You see, the Chinese language 


is complicated enough. But Ko- 
rean uses Chinese 
ideographic 


characters, plus a native character 
called "en-mun", plus a combina- 
tion of the two.

rtiich is as it should be. What- 
ver criticisms there may be of 
Mr. Truman's political slant on 
public policies, the fact is that 
where the nation's safety i» con- 
cerned and where the facts aie 
made directly available to h<m, 
on national defense his judgment, 
based on horse sense rather than 
technical knowledge, is likely to 
be sound. 
Where differences of 


opinion develop, he is most like- 
ly to be fair if he has access to 
all sides. 


THE JOB of preparing for 


large-scale war and at the same 
time avoiding any step that could 
be regarded as provocative by the 
free nations of the world is a deli- 
cate and difficult one. Advic* is 
coming in from all sides, to the 
President, including advice from 
party leaders and party oppon- 
ents in Congress. 


Obviously the Korean outbreak 


has already had a salutary effect, 
It has revealed that a convention- 
al form of defense has to be buill 
and that push-button 
warfare, 


with all its gadgets, is not so 
imrrwdiatley needed as tanks and 
infantrymen, cruisers and destroy- 
ers and aircraft carriers and per- 
haps even battleships with their 


big gains to bombard coast lines, I dosn't Russia send in her own 
to say nothing of more of the old- ' 
type bombers and fighter planes. 


But just as it was a mistake to 


make plans to rely solely on stra- 
tegic bombing, so would it be a 
grave error to swing now to the 
other extreme and discount the 
power of strategic bombing. 


When the full story of Korea 


becomes available, it will be 
found that the bombers did plenty 
of damage to communications and 
supply depots in the north. 
It 


will be learned that the fliers in 
the medium and hea'vy bombers 
risked their lives to do something 
they were never trained to do— 
low-level bombing and strafing— 
and they did it well. 


What is happening in Korea 


as reported in the hour-by-hour 
dispatches does not reveal the 
over-all strategy, Americans have 
been fighting a delaying action 
and their retreats and zizags were 
anticipated. 


The fighting will be touch and 


go for days yet, but eventually 
the American supply line will be 
built up for advance at a time 
when the strategic bombing in 
the north will prevent the enemy 
from moving up reinforcements 
rapidly. 


THE BIG question now is: Why 


reinforcements? 
Will she feed 


them in 'gradually? Or has she 
decided already that to do so 
means a large-scale war eventu- 
ally and perhaps a lot of death 
and destruction which will negate 
the propaganda she has been 
spreading about the alleged de- 
sires of the United Nations coun- 
tries to make war? 


The feeling in Washington Is 


this: If Russia wants World War 
III to start now, America, though 
not as prepared as sh« would like 
to be, is, nevertheless, ready for 
the challenge. The atomic bombs 
are ready. America has announc- 
ed her intention of using that 
weapon and any others she has 
in store. If it's to be war, there 
will be no holds barred. 


Maybe it's just as well for the 


Russians to know that the Korean 
aggression has stirred the Ameri- 
can government and the people 
almost as much aa did the Japa- 
nese attack on Pearl Harbor.

East Liverpool district business 


•nd industrial activity fell off

Gains ranging up to 36 per cent 


were shown in 9 of the 10 indices 
in June, compared with May, the 
Chamber of Commerce said today 
In its monthly summary of busi- 
ness conditions. 


Sharpest gains were: 
A 36.8 per cent jump in sales 


tax collections, the barometer of 
retail sales, most of it probably 
produced by a record number of 
new car sales; 


A 32 per cent climb in indus- 


trial payrolls, apparently result- 
ing from the payment of vacation 
checks to pottery workers just 
before the end of the month, and 


Gains of over 25 per cent in 


both inbound and outbound rail- 
road carloadings, which measure 
shipments of raw materials into 
Plants and outgoing loads of fin- 
ished products. 


The picture was not so bright in 


the comparison of the first six 
months of 1980 with the same 
period of 1949. All indices except 
postal receipts were off, although 
the drop was slight in most cases. 


Sales tax receipts jumped -from 


$51,593 in May to $70,577 in June 
They total $276,986 for the, first 
six months of the year, down 0 05 
per cent from the $278,468 shown 
in the comparable period of 1949.

My Men Fought A Good Fight, 
Proud, Wounded Colonel Says

IN KOREA, July 17 —It wa 


he colonel speaking. 


"My men have put up a good 


ight. I tell you, a good fight." 
The colonel lay on a stretcher 


n a clearing station well back 
rom the scene of battle. 
A bullet went through his right 


eg Sunday. Military regulations 
orbid using the n a m e s of 
wounded. 


But the history of this Korean 
ampalgn will list the colonel as 
ic leader of a unit which fought 
allantly Sunday in an attempt to 
old the Kum river line against 
verwhelming Red artillery and 
round attacks. 
"I saw them hold tight and keep 
n shooting when the Red artil- 
ry was coming at them," the 
>lonel said. 
"Let me tell you they put up a 
ood fight. I'll bet they are up 
ere now still fighting." 
An officer on a near-by stretch- 
nodded agreement. 
"They sure did," he said. 
"If we had had just one more 


battalion," the colonel said, "we'd 
all be right there on the river, 
still fighting." 


The colonel, a thin serious man 


with eyes still reddened by th 
dust and fatigue of battle, told 
how the fighting went. 
* 


Early Sunday the Communist 


tried a bold crossing of the Kum 
in front of the U.S. lines. The 
Reds that were not killed holed 
up under cover of artillery. 


The Reds kept on building up 


their artillery barrage of the 
American positions. They used 
lank guns and everything else 
they had. 


It was decided to drop back the 


American front to prepared po- 
sitions. The colonel's unit was to 
hold until nightfall so the move 
ould be made in darkness. 
The colonel heard that some- 


hing was holding up his supply 
rucks. He went back to investi- 
ate. He found intense Com- 
munist crossfire on the road. 


"The trucks had piled up close 


ogether," he said, "and I got 
hem to scatter. 


"The men were pinned down 


too. But when we started shoot 
ing back at the Communists the 
quit firing. 


"Then I got hit. Something sur 


tore hell'through my leg. I put 
good man in charge and I know 
my men kept on-fighting. 


"I think what happened wa 


that the Reds came in at us from 
both flanks. They crossed th 
river on our right and left and 
they had all their artillery sup 
porting them too. 


'I don't know how many o* 


them came at us and I don't know 
how many of them we killed. Bu 
it was a lot." 


An orderly Interrupted the In- 


terview. He told the colonel he 
was en route to the United States 


"On account of this?" the col- 


onel demanded, pointing to his 
leg. 


"Oh no you don't! I'm not go- 


ing back to the United States. In 
a little while I'm going to be right 
back there fighting again." 


"Well sir," the orderly said, "It 


says here you are to be evacuated 
p the United States. If that isn't 
right, then it is because you made 
-ither arrangements yourself." 


"I'll fix that," the colonel said. 
I tell you I'm going up there 
ightlng again right away." 


The orderly moved along to the 
ext patient.
